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ANNUAL  REPORT 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1967 

To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors 
Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1967. 

There  was  a  record  number  of  births  (189)  and  the  birth¬ 
rate  was  still  above  the  average  for  the  rest  of  the  country, 
while  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  a  little  below  the  national 
average. 

The  death  rate  still  reveals  no  significant  change. 

There  were,  however,  twenty-three  illegitimate  births 
and  the  rate  of  12.4%  was  the  highest  on  record. 

Of  the  two  hundred  and  nine  deaths,  at  least  half  were 
from  conditions  associated  with  deterioration  of  the  arteries, 
such  as  stroke  and  coronary  thrombosis.  The  tragedy  is 
that  many  of  these  deaths  occur  in  early  middle  age,  in  men 
with  important  family  responsibilities.  One  of  the  causes 
is,  very  probably,  lack  of  sufficient  exercise.  Regular  exer¬ 
cise  has  long  been  regarded  as  essential  to  health.  It  is 
possible,  therefore,  that  if  such  activities  as  indoor  bowls  and 
indoor  swimming  became  available  on  the  Island,  they  will 
contribute  to  the  health  of  the  community  by  enabling  more 
people  to  take  more  exercise  all  the  year  round. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents 
but  there  were  three  suicides. 

Measles  was  prevalent  but  again  this  disease  appeared 
in  a  very  mild  form.  A  scheme  for  vaccination  against 
measles  has  now  been  introduced.  I,  personally,  am  not 
convinced  that  this  is  a  worthwhile  procedure  for  all  children, 
in  view  of  the  mildness  of  the  infection  now  prevalent  and  in 
view  of  the  slight  risks  involved  in  all  immunisation  pro¬ 
cedures. 

Due  to  the  efforts  of  your  Chief  Public  Health  In  ect  r 
the  standards  of  food  hygiene  in  the  district  are  .tie 
average.  There  are,  however,  always  a  few  or  ri  :  or 
food  premises  who  are  reluctant  to  comply.  Ever/  effort  i 
being  made  to  search  out  the  black  sheep  an  1  should 
hesitate  to  recommend  the  prosecution  of  any  offender. 
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Good,  clean  public  conveniences  are  of  vital  importance 
to  Public  Health.  Here  again,  our  standards  are  still  above 
average. 

Drug  addiction  has,  during  the  year,  been  a  problem  in  a 
number  of  mainland  seaside  resorts.  So  far  it  has  not  been  a 
problem  in  this  district.  This  menace  can  be  kept  at  bay  if 
every  responsible  person  regards  it  as  a  duty  to  warn  either 
the  police  or  myself  of  any  suspicious  incidents  relating  to 
illicit  drug  taking.  The  Island’s  Crime  Prevention  Officer 
is  taking  his  responsibilities  in  this  field  very  seriously  and  I 
shall  continue  to  give  him  my  utmost  support. 

It  is  necessary  to  repeat  my  warning  regarding  un¬ 
pasteurised  milk.  Unpasteurised  milk  can  transmit  certain 
diseases  such  as  undulant  fever  and  those  who  continue  to 
drink  what  is  known  as  “raw  milk”  or  “farm  milk”  are  taking 
an  unnecessary  risk. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  loyalty  and 
enthusiasm  of  the  staff  of  the  department  during  the  year. 
The  efforts  of  Mr.  Neville  Tubb  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  have  again  been  outstanding.

To  the  Chairman  and  Committee  Members 
Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  under  review  the  main  emphasis  in 
departmental  work  has  been  to  continue  the  policy  of  effecting 
improvements  and  education  in  regard  to  food  hygiene,  as  is 
shown  in  detail  in  the  relevant  paragraph  of  the  report. 
As  has  been  said  before  this  must  always  be  of  paramount 
importance  in  a  holiday  resort  where  for  four  months  of  the 
year  the  population  increases  by  300%  at  peak  season. 

It  is  regrettable  to  find  that  in  other  aspects  of  public 
health,  complaints  increase  despite  better  general  standards. 
This  in  my  opinion  arises  to  some  degree  from  the  fact  that 
the  general  public  complain  more  readily,  which  when  justi¬ 
fiable  is  a  good  thing.  On  the  other  hand  many  complaints 
arise  from  the  misuse  or  abuse  of  amenities  by  an  irresponsible 
minority.  This  is  a  trend  which  is  by  no  means  confined,  but 
which  is  at  times  accentuated  in  holiday  resorts. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  department  moved  from 
restricted  accommodation  at  the  Town  Hall  to  a  suite  of  offices 
over  the  Information  Bureau  at  the  above  address.  This 
has  proved  beneficial  in  every  way. 

The  availability  of  the  student  public  health  inspector 
during  the  seasonal  months  as  part  of  his  training  course,  was 
helpful  both  to  him  and  the  department. 

My  fifteenth  annual  report  follows  on  the  work  under¬ 
taken  during  1967  and  is  submitted  as  a  separate  section  by 
courtesy  of  Dr.  D.  W.  Quantrill,  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by 
Mr.  J.  D.  Hadden,  my  deputy,  Mr.  G.  Bateman,  Mr.  N. 
Frampton,  by  Miss  J.  Treble  and  Miss  C.  Offord  and  by  Mr. 
Courtney. 

I  am  also  grateful  for  the  interest  and  support  of  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Committee  and  other  members  of  the  Council  and  acknow¬ 
ledge  the  co-operation  from  my  colleagues  in  other  depart¬ 
ments.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

The  Isle  of  Wight  River  &  Water  Authority  are  the  ad 
hoc  body  responsible  for  the  provision  and  maintenance  of 
mains  water  supplies  throughout  the  Island.  This  Authority, 
as  all  Island  authorities,  has  direct  representation  on  that 
body. 

Sandown  and  Lake 

The  East  Yar  River  and  Dyer’s  Springs  at  Newchurch 
supply  this  area.  Treatment  carried  out  at  the  Sandown 
Waterworks  follows  the  following  sequence:— pre-chlorination, 
coagulation  with  alum,  settlement  filtration,  activated  carbon 
treatment  and  post  chlorination. 

During  the  year  a  main  was  laid  to  connect  the  Knighton 
Waterworks  with  the  Newchurch/Apse  Heath  areas.  This 
new  main  and  the  recently  completed  Apse  Heath/Lake  main 
forms  the  first  link  between  the  Knighton  sources  and  part 
of  the  Sandown-Shanklin  supply  areas. 

The  programme  of  laying  new  mains  to  replace  in¬ 
adequate  ones  has  continued  together  with  the  laying  of  mains 
to  new  housing  estates. 

Shanklin 

The  main  sources  of  supply  to  this  area  are  the  catchment 
areas  at  Greatwoods  and  Cowlease. 

Small  areas  on  the  fringe,  however,  received  supplies 
from  Sandown,  Chillerton  and  Wroxall.  Water  from  all 
sources  is  treated. 

Luccombe  Village 

This  is  a  separated  part  of  the  urban  district  deriving  its 
supply  from  the  St.  Boniface  Down.  This  is  treated  and 
pumped  to  reservoirs  above  the  village  and  gravitates  to  the 
mains. 

General 

During  the  past  year  five  houses  and  one  farm  and  farm 
cottage  have  been  provided  with  a  water  supply  from  the 
mains. 

This  means  that  only  two  properties  in  the  urban  district 
are  without  a  mains  supply.  One  is  a  large  private  house 
with  its  own  private  supply,  purification  plant,  etc.,  and  the 
other  is  an  isolated  cottage  with  a  well  supply. 
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The  latest  statistics  available  show  that  there  are  4,725 
domestic  premises  in  the  district  (a  further  increase  of  124 
over  1966)  and  the  resident  population  is  given  as  13,930. 

These  figures  which  are  increasing  each  year,  when  quoted 
in  relation  to  the  provision  and  adequacy  of  water  supplies 
take  no  account  of  the  very  heavy  seasonal  increase  in  popu¬ 
lation  for  which  provision  has  to  be  made. 

Swimming  Pools 

Although  proposals  for  two  additional  private  swimming 
pools  were  submitted  during  the  year,  the  number  of  pools 
operating  remained  unchanged  at  nine. 

Six  are  situated  in  hotel  grounds,  one  at  a  private  school, 
one  at  a  primary  school  and  the  ninth  is  the  only  one  open 
for  use  by  the  general  public. 

During  the  year  six  samples  were  taken,  five  from  the 
public  pool  and  one  on  request  from  the  primary  school  learner 
pool.  All  results  were  satisfactory. 

In  all  cases  circulation  and  treatment  plants  are  installed. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

Main  drainage  from  the  whole  of  the  urban  district  is 
processed  at  the  Sandown  sewage  works,  the  effluent  being 
discharged  to  sea  by  an  extended  outfall  only  at  favourable 
states  of  the  tide. 

Although  the  sewerage  system  is  “combined”  receiving 
surface  water  as  well  as  sewage,  steps  are  taken  wherever 
possible  and  in  regard  to  new  estates  to  minimise  the  accept¬ 
ance  of  surface  water. 

Because  of  the  extent  of  new  development  and  the 
increase  of  impermeable  surfaces  on  existing  premises  causing 
additional  “run-off”,  it  is  only  by  controlling  acceptance  of 
surface  water  that  overloading  of  old  sewers  can  be  avoided. 

During  the  year  various  sections  of  the  existing  sewerage 
system  were  internally  surveyed  by  television  camera.  This 
method  has  been  found  to  be  of  great  value  in  pinpointing 
faults  and  connections  and  in  forming  future  programmes 
and  policy,  and  it  is  intended  to  carry  out  further  T.V. 
surveys. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  regard  to  the  sewering 
of  the  Upper  Hyde  and  Landguard  areas  and  the  actual  work 
is  scheduled  to  commence  in  January  1968. 

The  completion  of  this  section  will  result  in  the  abolition 
of  almost  all  of  the  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  in  this  area 
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where  a  consistently  high  water  table  has  caused  many 
problems  over  a  long  period. 

During  the  year  the  Council  approved  a  scheme  for 
renewing  and  enlarging  a  main  sewer  in  Sandown  and  this 
work  is  programmed  to  commence  in  the  autumn  of  1968. 

Drainage 

[a]  Public  Sewers  (subject  to  Section  24  of  the  Public  Health 

Act  1936) 

Works  to  provide  for  the  repair,  renewal  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  seven  such  public  sewers  was  undertaken  during  the 
year.  These  sewers  served  20  properties. 

In  addition  clearance  of  stoppages  affecting  five  such 
sewers  was  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  expense. 

(b)  Private  Drains 

Complaints  concerning  choked  private  drains  and  minor 
works  of  alteration,  repair  or  renewal  necessitated  346  visits 
during  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing 

A  weekly  service  of  refuse  collection  is  provided  by  the 
Council  throughout  the  district. 

During  the  season  additional  collections  are  made  from 
premises  on  a  recharge  basis. 

Trade  refuse  and  miscellaneous  collections  are  also  made 
on  request  on  a  recharge  basis.  The  firm  action  taken  by  the 
Council  last  year  to  discourage  incineration  has  had  the 
desired  effect  and  has  proved  to  all  concerned  that  the  collec¬ 
tion  services  available  together  with  the  use  of  paper  sacks 
render  incineration  unnecessary. 

In  an  endeavour  to  assist  longshoremen  in  their  efforts 
to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  on  the  beaches,  the 
Council  issued  paper  sack  holders  and  supplies  of  paper  sacks 
to  facilitate  both  scavenging  and  collection. 

This  action  by  the  Council  was  generally  welcomed  and 
has  brought  about  an  improvement. 

As  has  been  the  case  for  some  years  past,  the  volume  of 
refuse  collection  and  disposal  has  increased,  but  the  general 
nature  of  refuse  is  lighter  in  weight. 

Arrangements  are  in  hand  in  regard  to  the  provision  of 
facilities  for  the  disposal  of  unwanted  vehicles  and  other 
changes  and  improvements  are  receiving  consideration  in  the 
light  of  the  Working  Party’s  report  on  Refuse  Storage  and 
Collection  published  during  the  year.

Caravan,  Chalet  and  Camping  Sites 

(a)  Licensed  Caravan  Sites

All  these  sites  are  licensed  as  holiday  sites  and  apart  from 
vans  occupied  by  caretakers,  occupation  is  restricted  to  the 
period  1st  March  to  31st  October  each  year.  There  are  no 
residential  caravan  sites  in  the  district. 

A  highly  satisfactory  standard  was  maintained  by  site 
proprietors  as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  only  one  complaint 
was  received  by  this  Department  although  the  total  estimated 
lettings  exceeded  7,000. 

All  sites  have  shops,  laundries,  toilet,  bath  and  shower 
facilities,  together  with  provision  for  outdoor  and  indoor 
recreation.  Two  of  the  sites  have  licensed  clubs. 

(b)  Individual  Caravans 

The  siting  of  individual  caravans  mainly  for  use  as  staff 
accommodation  or  for  non-exempt  purposes  still  presents  a 
problem. 

Although  the  general  position  has  improved  by  success 
in  getting  some  such  vans  removed,  other  fresh  sitings  have 
taken  place. 

The  Council  instituted  legal  proceedings  under  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960  in  two 
cases.  Defendants  pleaded  guilty  in  both  cases  and  fines 
were  imposed  and  costs  awarded  against  the  defendants. 
The  magistrates  expressed  the  hope  that  the  publicity  given 
to  the  proceedings  would  make  the  public  aware  of  the 
Councils'  powers  and  of  their  intention  to  use  them  in  dealing 
with  this  undesirable  kind  of  development,  unless  the  circum¬ 
stances  justified  a  bona  fide  exemption  under  the  Act. 

( c )  Chalets 

There  are  two  chalet  sites  in  the  district  providing  62  and 
28  chalets  respectively. 

The  larger  site  provides  separate  chalets  which  are 
entirely  self-contained  with  full  amenities  and  services. 

On  the  other  site  chalets  form  terrace  blocks  with  sharing 
of  some  amenities. 

Work  on  the  layout  of  a  further  site  for  80  chalets  has 
been  temporarily  deferred  owing  to  the  economic  restrictions. 
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(d)  Tents 

There  are  four  sites  licensed  under  Section  269  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936,  two  in  Sandown  and  two  at  Shanklin. 

These  sites  provide  for  a  maximum  of  630  pitches  for 
tents  or  motorised  caravans.  They  are  also  permitted  to 
accommodate  genuine  touring  caravanners  who  require  a 
night  halt  or  stay  of  short  duration. 

All  sites  are  provided  with  permanent  water  carriage 
toilet  and  ablution  blocks,  mains  water,  etc.  In  two  cases 
these  sites  adjoin  static  caravan  sites  and  the  shop,  club  and 
other  amenities  are  available  to  the  itinerant  campers.  The 
provision  of  these  sites  has  largely  removed  the  problem  of 
having  to  deal  with  campers  causing  nuisance  on  the  cliffs 
and  in  other  authorised  places. 

Offices  and  Shops 

As  last  year  the  Inspector  appointed  primarily  for  duties 
under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963  was 
seconded  to  the  Treasurer’s  Department  for  special  duties. 

As  a  result  the  reinspection  and  other  visits  carried  out 
during  the  year  totalled  178  by  the  Inspector  and  16  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors.

Early  in  the  year  the  Council  instructed  that  a  survey 
and  report  be  made  of  all  premises  owned  and  occupied  by 
them  and  to  which  the  Act  applies. 

After  consideration  of  the  report  the  responsible  Officers 
were  instructed  to  carry  out  all  necessary  works  and  make 
provision  to  ensure  full  compliance  in  all  cases.  Much  of 
this  work  has  now  been  done. 

Rodent  Control 

The  department  provides  a  rodent  control  service  for  all 
types  of  premises,  domestic,  business  and  agricultural. 

Domestic  premises  are  treated  free  of  charge.  All  other 
premises  are  either  treated  on  a  contract  basis  or  where  no 
contract  exists,  on  a  time  and  materials  basis. 

In  1967,  119  contracts  were  in  force  for  fees  totalling 
4485. 

No  sewer  baiting  was  undertaken  during  the  year, 
exemption  having  been  granted,  but  a  further  10%  survey 
will  be  undertaken  in  the  spring  of  1968. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year,  294, 
was  1  less  than  in  1966.  The  visits  made  by  the  rodent 
operator — 3,347,  were  slightly  less.  In  addition  to  these, 
79  visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in 
connection  with  rodent  control.

Each  year  the  Department  receive  complaints  regarding 
infestations  of  rabbits  and  moles. 
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Clearance  of  rabbits  is  carried  out  by  local  rabbit  clear¬ 
ance  societies  and  complaints  are  referred  to  the  local  office 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

Dealing  with  mole  infestations  has  proved  more  difficult, 
as  this  time  consuming  work  cannot  be  undertaken  by  the 
Department  and  withdrawal  from  the  market  of  proprietary 
mole  poison  previously  available  to  the  public,  has  left 
trapping  or  poisoning  by  persons  able  to  obtain  strychnine 
permits,  the  only  method  of  dealing  with  these  pests. 

Insect  Pest  Control 

Little  variation  occurred  in  the  number  of  complaints 
received  during  1967.

A  number  of  infestations  not  included  in  the  above  were 
found  by  the  rodent  operator  when  visiting  premises  for  rodent 
control. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  19 
visits  and  162  visits  were  made  for  treatment  and  reinspection 
purposes. 

The  Council  do  provide  a  service  on  an  annual  contract 
basis  for  insect  pest  control  in  larger  premises. 

The  incidence  of  heavy  and  well  established  infestations 
frequently  results  from  ineffectual  “do  it  yourself”  attempts 
with  insecticide  aerosols,  often  of  the  incorrect  type  and  used 
with  insufficient  knowledge  and  tenacity. 

Verminous  Premises 

Eight  complaints  of  verminous  infestations  were  received 
and  treated  during  the  year. 

Seven  of  these  were  of  fleas  and  one  of  bed  bugs. 

Three  cases  of  fleas  and  the  case  of  bed  bugs  were 
attributed  to  itinerant  hotel  staff  and  of  the  remaining  cases 
of  fleas  two  were  due  to  animals  and  one  to  a  bird’s  nest,  the 
cause  of  the  remaining  case  being  unknown. 

Noise  Abatement  Act  1960 

During  the  year  only  one  formal  complaint  was  received. 
This  referred  to  nuisance  caused  by  patrons  of  a  licensed 
premises  remaining  in  the  grounds  of  licensed  premises 
because  barbecues  were  held  on  certain  nights  each  week, 
weather  permitting. 
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Representations  were  made  to  the  licensee. 

A  petition  of  complaint  was  received  from  residents  in 
the  vicinity  of  a  cafe  concerning  noise  made  by  patrons  of 
these  premises.  As  the  premises  remained  open  until  a  very 
late  hour  they  tended  to  attract  young  persons  from  a  wide 
area. 

Investigation  showed  the  complaint  mainly  referred  to 
behaviour  of  individuals  in  the  public  highway  and  the  matter 
was  therefore  referred  to  the  Police. 

Pet  Animal  Act  1951 

Only  one  pet  shop  applied  for  renewal  of  licence  under 
the  above  Act  for  1967. 

These  premises  are  concerned  with  the  sale  of  fish  and 
cage  birds.  Puppies  and  tortoises  are  occasionally  kept. 

Conditions  throughout  the  year  were  satisfactory. 

Talks  and  Courses 

Eight  talks  were  given  during  the  year  on  subjects 
relating  to  public  health.  These  were  given  to  senior  school- 
children  and  various  women’s  organisations. 

During  the  winter  months  for  the  second  year  in  succes¬ 
sion  a  Royal  Society  of  Health  course  for  the  Certificate  in 
Hygiene  of  Food  Retailing  and  Catering  was  run  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Isle  of  Wight  Technical  College,  Newport. 

The  course  was  extended  over  4|-  months  and  terminated 
in  a  written  and  oral  examination.  Of  the  20  course 
students,  14  took  the  examination  and  13  obtained  the 
Certificate. 

The  lecturing  for  the  entire  course  for  the  whole  Island 
was  undertaken  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 

Complaints 

Complaints  received  totalling  561  showed  an  increase  of 
9%  on  1966.  Apart  from  a  large  increase  in  complaints 
regarding  insect  infestations  (non-verminous)  there  was  little 
change  in  the  categories  of  complaint.

There  are  no  registered  outworkers  in  the  district, 
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Housing 

During  the  year  only  one  Closing  Order  was  made  under 
the  Housing  Acts.  Action  is  only  taken  as  warranted  by 
conditions  found  on  routine  inspection  as.  the  scheduled 
programme  of  slum  clearance  was  completed  in  1965. 

'  During  1967,  11  standard  and  10  discretionary  improve¬ 
ment  grants  were  paid  amounting  to  £1,079  and  £2,761 
respectively.  Only  in  3  cases  were  these  in  respect  of  other 

than  owner/occupied  premises. 

Further  reduction  in  the  amount  of  privately  owned 
unfurnished  accommodation  and  difficulties  in  obtaining 
mortgages  on  suitable  terms  resulted  in  119  new  applications 
being  received  for  acceptance  on  the  Council’s  housing  list. 
This  is  the  largest  number  for  10  years. 

The  housing  of  50  applicants  from  the  waiting  list  was 

also  the  highest  for  a  similar  period. 

This  number  included  the  allocations  to  the  24  3-bed- 
roomed  houses  on  the  Lea  Road  estate.  These  are  industrial 
designed  houses,  the  first  to  be  erected  on  the  Island. 

The  Council  have  further  small  schemes  under  consider¬ 
ation  mainly  to  house  elderly  persons  who  now  comprise  60% 
of  all  applicants. 

Preliminary  work  is  in  hand  for  the  provision  of  a  warden- 
assisted  scheme  on  a  site  already  in  the  Council’s  ownership. 
Progress  in  regard  to  this  scheme  will  be  governed  largely  by 
availability  of  finance  both  from  the  Government  and  the 
County  Council. 

When  provided  it  will  help  to  deal  with  a  certain  number 
of  those  comprising  the  60%  mentioned  above,  but  must  also 
make  provision  for  some  cases  whose  condition  is  such  that 
they  cannot  live  alone  without  some  supervision  and  are 
consequently  not  on  the  applicants  list. 

In  February  an  inspector  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  visited  the  district  to  carry  out  a 
number  of  sample  inspections  of  different  types  of  property, 
this  district  being  one  of  those  chosen  to  be  included  in  the 
National  House  Condition  Survey. 

Rent  Acts 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  applications  were 
received  from  tenants  or  landlords  for  either  issue  or  can¬ 
cellation  of  certificates  of  repair. 

An  increasing  number  of  queries  were  received  on  tenancy 
matters  and  rent  increases  which  were  in  the  majority  of 
cases  referred  to  the  Rent  Officer  for  the  area  for  attention. 
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Holiday  Flats  and  Flatlets 

As  has  been  stated  in  previous  reports  the  provision  of 
units  of  holiday  accommodation  prior  to  the  coming  into  force 
of  the  Building  Regulations  in  1986  left  much  to  be  desired 
in  some  instances. 

Although  such  units  to  some  extent  come  within  the 
scope  of  the  law  relating  to  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation, 
these  regulations  were  not  designed  to  deal  with  this  type  of 
accommodation  or  user. 

The  Council,  therefore,  adopted  a  standard  code  of 
amenities,  etc.,  which  must  be  provided  before  proprietors 
are  allowed  to  advertise  in  the  Official  Guide.  After  time 
was  allowed  for  compliance  a  detailed  survey  was  made  in 
1967  of  all  such  accommodation. 

The  survey  showed  there  are  34  such  establishments 
comprising  185  separate  units,  some  with  shared  amenities, 
providing  when  full  accommodation  for  685  persons.  It  is 
estimated  that  during  each  season  some  10,000  persons  spend 
their  holiday  in  these  units. 

In  only  7  premises  were  the  amenities  below  those 
required  in  the  standard  schedule.  In  many  units  every 
comfort  and  amenity  are  provided  and  a  high  standard  is 
maintained. 

The  complaint  ratio  is  as  low  as  .2%  of  the  number 
accommodated  and  85%  of  these  can  be  classified  as  “value 
for  money”  complaints  and  refer  to  matters  over  which  the 
local  authority  have  no  jurisdiction. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I960 

In  a  holiday  resort  food  hygiene  is  a  matter  of  high 
priority.  Although  this  aspect  of  the  departmental  work 
has  been  given  precedence  in  previous  years  it  was  decided 
in  1967,  by  the  revision  of  duties  within  the  department,  to 
carry  out  a  larger  number  of  detailed  inspections  and  to 
endeavour  to  further  the  education  of  proprietors  and 
employees  by  more  frequent  advisory  visits  and  inspections. 

As  a  result  the  total  visits  to  food  premises  was  1,146,  an 
increase  of  28%  on  1966.  This  included  420  visits  to  hotels 
and  guest  houses,  191  visits  to  restaurants  and  cafes  and  535 
visits  to  food  shops  and  other  food  premises.  In  addition  136 
visits  were  made  in  connection  with  food  inspection,  sampling 
and  investigation, 


During  the  year  written  notice  of  contravention  was 
served  in  48  cases  but  the  verbal  intimations  of  contraventions 
increased  in  proportion  to  the  frequency  of  visits  and  inspec¬ 
tions. 

Classification  of  Food  Premises 

The  following  table  shows  the  broad  classification  of  food 
premises  under  the  heading  of  the  main  trade  or  business  only. 

In  many  cases  subsidiary  trading  takes  place  in  a  number 
of  categories  other  than  the  class  in  which  the  business  is 
listed .

Food  Complaints 

The  21  complaints  received  during  the  year  in  regard  to 
food  hygiene  and  soundness  were  six  less  than  last  year. 

Of  these,  9  referred  to  the  soundness  of  food,  seven  cases 
being  of  mouldy  conditions,  the  remaining  12  referred  to 
extraneous  matter  and  insects  in  foodstuffs. 

This  Authority  have  for  some  years  past  followed  a  policy 
of  avoiding  legal  proceedings  against  “first  offenders”  unless 
there  has  been  serious  risk  to  health  or  likelihood  of  injury 
arising. 


Every  incident  is  fully  investigated  and  advice  given 
together  with  written  warning  as  to  the  probable  consequence 
of  any  further  complaints  found  to  be  substantiated. 

The  effectiveness  of  this  policy  is  shown  in  that  for  some 
years  there  has  been  no  case  of  complaint  concerning  a 
proprietor  or  producer  who  has  previously  been  warned. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  foster  good  relations  with  the 
public  in  informing  them  that  to  complain  to  the  Department 
does  not  necessarily  involve  them  in  court  proceedings,  but 
does  give  an  opportunity  for  steps  to  be  taken  to  prevent  a 
recurrence  and  thus  protect  other  consumers. 


Food  Inspection 

T  he  number  of  visits  specifically  made  for  food  inspection, 
condemnation  and  disposal  totalled  95.  This  shows  an 
increase  on  the  previous  year  as  did  the  total  weight  of  food 
condemned — 5, 224-lbs.,  an  increase  of  60%. 

This  was  mainly  due  to  the  amount  of  frozen  food  con¬ 
demned — 2, 02 libs. — following  the  breakdown  of  frozen  food 
cabinets  and  stores.  The  department,  national  producers 
and  insurance  companies  have  for  some  time  advised  pro¬ 
prietors  of  warehouses,  retail  premises  and  other  food  premi¬ 
ses,  where  large  quantities  of  food  are  kept  under  refrigeration, 
to  enter  into  contract  for  the  regular  inspection  of  installations 
to  minimise  the  likelihood  of  breakdown  and  subsequent  loss 
and  wastage  of  food  products. 

It  must  also  be  remembered  that  the  public  demand  for 
frozen  foods  continues  to  increase  each  year  and  consequently 
the  size  and  number  of  installations  is  also  constantly  in¬ 
creasing. 

During  the  year  a  survey  of  installations  was  undertaken 
to  check  temperatures,  observance  of  “load  line”,  facilities 
for  and  methods  of  stock  rotation  and  restocking. 

This  showed  that  in  many  cases  there  is  need  for  better 
instruction  and  supervision  of  employees  in  the  handling  of 
frozen  foods. 

The  following  table  lists  the  various  foodstuffs  inspected 
and  condemned  or  voluntarily  surrendered  as  being  unfit  for 
human  consumption  prior  to  removal  and  disposal  by  the 
Council.

All  milk  sampling  for  this  area  is  undertaken  by  the 
Weights  and  Measures  Department  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  County 
Council  who  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  authority  for  the  district. 

Although  there  are  28  premises  from  which  milk  is  sold 
in  bottles,  as  received,  there  are  only  two  premises  registered 
and  used  as  Dairies  under  the  regulations. 

All  milk,  other  than  tuberculin  tested,  is  heat  treated  at  a 
central  pasteurising  plant  at  Newport.

Ice  Cream 

During  1967  a  survey  and  inspection  of  all  registered 
premises  (Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955)  was 
carried  out,  necessitating  146  visits. 

The  purpose  of  the  survey  was  to: — 

(a)  Indicate  true  number  of  premises  selling  ice-cream,  as 
against  those  premises  registered. 

(b)  Indicate  types  and  amount  of  ice-cream  sold  in  the 
district,

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(c)  Ensure  compliance  with  all  the  relevant  legislation  and  in 
particular  attention  was  paid  to 

(i)  Running  temperature  of  conservator. 

(ii)  types  of  conservator  and  capacity. 

(iii)  types  of  energy  used  to  freeze  conservator. 

(iv)  maintenance  procedure  in  case  of  breakdown. 

(v)  types  of  sterilant  used  in  carrying  out  compli¬ 
ance  with  hygiene  regulations. 

The  conclusions  realised  from  the  survey  were  that: — 

1.  There  were  117  premises  actively  engaged  in  the  sale  of 
ice-cream  (Section  16  (la),  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955)  as 
against  180  premises  registered. 

2.  All  conservators  complied  with  temperature  control  as 
set  out  in  the  Treatment  Regulations,  but  the  range  of 
temperatures  differed  from  one  extreme  to  the  other. 

8.  Energy  used  was  100%  electricity. 

4.  Maintenance  procedure  was  satisfactory  in  case  of  break¬ 
down. 

5.  Where  loose  ice-cream  was  sold  almost  all  vendors  were 
aware  of  the  need  and  in  fact  used  a  sterilising  compound. 
In  a  few  cases  advice  was  given  re  suitable  sterilising  com¬ 
pounds;  it  being  found  that  some  of  the  sterilants  used 
were  not  suitable  for  ice-cream  equipment  sterilisation. 
From  the  foregoing  observations  and  the  accompanying 

figures  showing  results  of  samples,  it  can  be  said  that  although 

there  is  always  room  for  improvement  and  need  for  constant 

care,  the  position  generally  is  satisfactory.

Bakehouses 

There  are  five  bakehouses  in  the  district  which  are  in  use. 

Three  of  these  produce  bread  and  cakes  throughout  the 
year.  One  produces  bread  only  for  distribution  throughout 
the  Island  and  one  produces  cakes  only  for  their  own  retail 
premises  during  the  seasonal  months. 

Three  firms  only  make  house  deliveries  in  the  district, 
one  of  these  producing  outside  the  urban  area. 

During  the  year  40  visits,  including  some  night  visits, 
were  made  to  these  premises  and  alterations  and  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  effected  in  respect  of  two  of  these  premises.
